The  search  for  gold  .was  not 
exhausted,  as  the  halts  were  brief ;  but  at 
one  point,  in  what  will  hereafter  be  known 
as  Custer’s  Park,  a  shaft  was  sunk  to  a  depth 
of  eight  feet,  and  from  the  grass  roots  down 
gold  was  found,  amounting  to  five  cents  per 
pan  at  the  top,  and  increasing  in  amount  to 
twenty  cenUs  at  a  depth  of  eight  feet.  The 
bed  rock  was  not  readied,  and  yet  shot  gold 
was  found.
